ULTIMATE LABOR PEACE 
VISIONED BY MORRISON 


Secretary-Treasurer of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor Says 
Federation’s Membership Has 
Increased Over One Million Since 
Suspension of C. I. O. Unions 


Frank Morrison, secretary-treas- 
urer of the American Federation 
of Labor, in an address at Atlantic 
City, N. J., before the quarterly 
meeting of the Union Priters’ 
league of New Jersey, predicted 
the ultimate healing of the breach 
in the American labor movement 
caused by the formation of the com- 
mittee for industrial organization 
and the revocation of the charters 
of nine national and international 
unions for their refusal to with- 
draw from the C. I. O. The league 
is an organization of journeymen 
printers who are members of the 
international typographical union, 
an affiliate of the A. F. of L. 

“There is no question but what 
the labor movement will be re- 
united,” said Mr. Morrison, 

“Meanwhile the American Feder- 
ation of Labor has increased by 
1,130,000 members since the ten C. 
I. O. unions were suspended. We 
now have 102 national and interna- 
tional unions and 800 central bodies 
standing by to assist in organizing 
the unorganized.” 

Asked to name the date when he 
thought the unity of the labor 
movement would be realized, he re- 
plied: 

“I think I can tell you better in 
1940.”

“In the event the committee 
reaches the conclusion § that 
the said contract has expired, 
immediate negotiations shall be 
had looking to the execution 
of a new agreement. Pending 
negotiations, the said contract 
shall be deemed to be in full 
force and effect until said new 
proposed agreement shall have 
been executed to supersede the 
present agreement. 

“In the event the committee 
reaches the conclusion that 
the said contract has not ex- 
pired and is in full force and 
effect, said contract shall re- 
main in effect in accordance 
with its provisions for a period 
of one year from and after 
August 1, 1938.” 

The union, through its business 
representative, John Philpott, 
thanked all unions this week for 
the assistance given them in their 
controversy.

Initiative to Appear on November Ballot; Labor of State Must 
Fight Measure, Says Federation Secretary; Members Are 


Asked to Assist in Campaign 


Organized labor of California 
this week launched plans for an in- 
tensive state - wide campaign 
against the so-called “farmers” an- 
ti-picketing initiative sponsored by 
the committee for peace in indus- 
trial relations, 


The measure was reported today 
as having qualified for appearance 
on the November ballot with more 
than 200,000 verified signatures 
filed with the secretary of state, 
compared to 186,000 needed to 
qualify. 

Edward D. Vandeleur, secretary 
of the California State Federation 
of Labor, immediately instructed 
attorneys for the federation to file 
legal action against the ballot title. 

Romeo F. Vatuone, San Jose, 
president of the national council of 
agricultural workers, whose affil- 
iated membership is deeply affect- 
ed, announced the adoption of a 


strong resolution against the pro-; 


posal at a meeting Sunday, and 
pledged full support to the federa 
tion in fighting the measure. 
“Our first move is necessaril\ 
legal action against the title,” Van

All Organizations Included 

Vandeleur said that announce- 
ment by the secretary of state that 
the so-called anti-picketing initia- 
tive had qualified for the Novem- 
ber ballot has aroused great inter- 


est not only in labor circles, but 
among organizations which have 
no labor affiliation, and in some 


cases, no particular sympathy with 
labor. 

“Our attorneys are giving close 
of the definitions 
found in the measure, and in par- 
ticular to the term ‘labor organi- 
zation’ as defined in paragraph 
(d) of Section 2 of the act,” Van- 
deleur said. 


“During the two or three months 
that the measure was to some ex- 
tent in the public eye due to the 
campaign for signatures conducted 


in some counties of the state, it 


| was assumed in all discussions that 


the measure applied strictly to la- 
bor unions, and it was frankly con- 
ceded in most instances by the 
proponents of the measure that it 


placed new restrictions upon the 
activities of labor unions. 

“It is now discovered that ‘labor 
organization’, according to the 


terms of the act, means any organ- 
ization of any kind ‘in which em- 
ployees participate DIRECTLY or 
INDIRECTLY’ and which exists 
for the purpose ‘in WHOLE or in 
PART of dealing with employers 
concerning or on behalf of em- 
ployees.’ 

“It is clear from this definition 
that the prpposal applies to any and 
all organizations of employees, and 
since most of us are employes of 
some body, and since a large num- 
ber of employes belong to some or- 
ganization or other, and since near- 
ly all such organizations have 
some dealings with the employer, 
then all such organizations are sub- 
ject to the drastic provisions of this 
initiative. 


“Teachers’ organizations are very 
properly active in securing better 
wages and working conditions for 
teachers, and the same may be 
said of firemen, policemen, munic- 
ipal employes in general and all or- 
ganizations composed of employes. 
Is Most Vicious Act 

“The act, however, is not con. 
fined to these organizations which 
are composed of employes. It ex- 
pressly refrains from using fhe 
term ‘composed of employes’ or 
any other similar language. 

“It does not say ‘composed of 
employes in whole or in part.’ The 
language of the proposal is: ‘any 
organization of ANY KIND or any 


AGENCY, person or EMPLOYE 
REPRESENTING COMMITTEE 
or PLAN’. 

“Evidently the framers of the 
measure threw out a net which 
they intended should cover not 
merely labor unions, not merely 
other organizations composer of 


ACTIVITY which the slighest re- 
lationship to the interest of em- 
ployes. 

“This language is not only very 
broad but vague in its expression. 
It is not certain how the courts 
would interest some of the provi- 
sions. That being the case, those 
whose activities or interest or in- 
clinations might at some time be 
engaged even to a slight degree on 
behalf of some group of employes 
organized or unorganized, are vi- 
tally interested in studying the 
terms of this measure before it be- 
comes part of the law of Califor- 
nia.”

A strongly-phrased warning that business recovery is ims 
possible of achievement without increased buying of the masses 
of our people, the American Federation of Labor, in its monthly 
survey of business, urged those who control industry to refrain 
from engaging in a program of wholesale wage cutting. Any

movement to slash pay envelope 
contents, the federation said, would 
be definitely “against the public 
interest.” 


Striking an optimistic tone with 
regard to the progress of business 
recovery, the federation scheduled 
numerous signs indicating an up- 
turn, The absence of widespread 
wage reductions thus far was held 
to have made possible a reserve 
purchasing power that has been an 
important factor in preventing a 
further decline in industrial activ- 
ity. “The present high level of 
workers’ income will prove a pow- 
erful lifting force,’ the survey said. 
Signs of Recovery 

Among the signs of improved in- 


dustrial conditions, the federation 
listed the following: 
The increase in unemployment 


seems to have been checked. In 
May 292,000 workers lost their jobs, 
but in June employment showed a 
gain of 7,000. 

3usiness failures are decreasing, 
reports for the four weeks ended 
July 21 showing a 18 per cent de- 
cline as compared with the previ- 
ous four weeks. 

Inventories in the hands of 
wholesalers and retailers have been 


reduced, those for wholesalers hav- | 


ing fallen 16.7 in June below those 
of a year ago. 

A competent steel expert antici- 
pates a steel operating rate of 55 
per cent of capacity by the last 
quarter of the year.

TO DISRUPT LOCAL: 


CANNERY WORKERS 


Move to Cut Wages So As to 
Get Control of Unions Used 
By CIO - Commies, Says 
Vatuone 


The communist-C, I, O. combine 
are resorting to new tactics in 
their efforts to disrupt A. F. of L. 
unions in the agricultural and can- 
ning industry, it was reported at 
the monthly meeting of the na- 
tional council of agricultural 
workers in San Francisco. 

Romeo F. Vatuone, San Jose, 
president of the council, said that 
officers of several affiliated unions 
had reported that the communist 
party was now advising its mem- 
bers to stop antagonizing A. F. of 
L. unions openly and to wedge 
themselves into such unions on the 
pretext of working for their good, 


and then start disruptive tactics 


from within. 

“It is up to the officers of 
our unions, which we have 
built up despite disruptive tac- 
tics of the C. I. O-communist 
combine, to ignore the pledges 
of cooperation coming from 
known communists and others 
with C, I. O. leanings,” Vatuone 
said. 

“These antagonists are the 

first to volunteer to take wage 
cuts, as they have done in 
other industries, thereby hop- 
ing to break existing unions 
and open the door to their 
for of organization. Every 
member must be on the alert 
for the first signs of such tac- 
tics,” Vatuone said. 
Edward D. Vandeleur, secretary 
the California State Federation 
of Labor, reported that several at- 
tempts at wage cutting had been 
reported in the canneries, and 
warned the council that any union 
agreeing to such cuts from the 
1938 contract would lose its char- 
ter. 

“These contracts were entered 
into in good faith,” Vandeleur said. 
“We must do our share of main- 
taining them, and the employer 
must do the same.” 

Organization of several new 
groups of workers under the A. F. 
of L. was reported. The next meet- 
ing of the council will be held in 
Santa Barbara, Sunday, Septem- 
ber 18th.

Benefits of Government 

Spending Program 

Emhphasizing the importance of 
the government spending program 
in providing jobs and purchasing 
power for the idle, the federation 
said: 

“Surveying the progress thus far 
made in the government program 
to create employment, we find that 
funds have already been allotted 
which will provide 9,237,000 man- 
months of employment before July 
1, 1939. This is equivalent to full- 
year jobs for nearly 770,000 per- 
sons, or half-year jobs for 1,540,000, 
a very important addition to the na- 
tion’s employment and _ buying 
power. 

“No recovery can be made with- 
out increased buying power,” the 
federation’s survey concluded. 
“Wage cutting at the present time 
is against the public interest.”

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A striking illustration of the effectiveness of trade union 
organization founded on the basic principles of collective bar- 
gaining which animates unions affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor is revealed in the record of the International 
Association of Machinists for the first seven months of 1938. 
During this period, despite the depression that has smitten busi- 
ness, the association negotiated 973 new and renewed agree- 
ments with employers carrying provisions for improving the 
living standards of the union members by means of union wage 
rates, hours, and work conditions, 

By months, the agreements reported by the association are: 
January, 140 agreements in 38 cities; February, 106 agreements 
in 42 cities; March, 84 agreements in 42 cities; April, 148 agree- 
ments in 45 cities; May, 106 agreements in 38 cities; June, 224 
agreements in 70 cities; July, 165 agreements in 51 cities. 

With regard to the 165 July agreements, H. W. Brown, 
general vice president of the machinists’ association, declares 
that “in none of them did ‘we take a wage reduction, though in 
some instances management insisted that wages must be reduced 
from ten to twenty per cent, but in every case we defeated the 
proposed wage reductions and renewed the agreements by either 
continuing the wage rates then in effect or secured wage in- 
creases ranging from five cents to twenty cents an hour.” This 
same protection for wages was contained in practically all of 
the agreements finalized during the preceding six months. 

Notable among the July agreements was the one renewed 
with the Ramapo Ajax corporation of East St. Louis, Illinois, 
where the parties to the agreement are the following unions: 
machinists, electricians, operating engineers, carpenters, and the 
hod carriers, building and common laborers. In commenting on 
this agreement, Mr. Brown says: “The workers of all trades 
and callings from the common laborer to the skilled artisan act 
jointly through a federated committee for negotiating one agree- 
ment covering every employe from the basement to the attic. 
This agreement is a good answer to those reactionary zealots in 
the C. I. O. and among its sympathizers who claim that indus- 
tril unionism is alien to the American Federation of Labor and 
its affilsated national and international unions. 


Building Code Obsolescence 


Federal housing experts have found that in some localities 
building codes do not provide adequate safeguards against 
shoddy construction of dwellings, that discrimination against 
new building materials is of frequent occurrence and that the 
obsolete provisions of some codes add to construction costs. A 
survey of the U. S. bureau of standards covering about 3,500 
cities of 2,500 or more population and scheduled to be released 
within the near future is understood to reveal widespread obso- 
lescence of codes. Over a number of years the bureau has pre- 
pared standard forms for a number of classes of building mate. 
rials. When federal housing agencies come in contact with a 
building code that appears needlessly to impair their projects, 
the code is referred to the standards bureau, whose experts draw 
suggested amendments. It is reported that laboratory tests are

materials, including prefabricated types. 

Undoubtedly many local building codes are woefully behind 
up-to-date construction models, and should be amended when- 
ever such action is necessary to make them conform with pres- 
ent building standards, with emphasis on the necessity of apply- 
ing well known requirements for material to guarantee one hun- 
dred per cent durability and safety, which means, of course, an 
absolute prohibition against jerry-built houses. 

It goes without saying that all of these elements of safety and 
efficiency in construction will be more perfectly realized if the 
workmen employed on the construction projects carry mem 
ship cards in the American Federation of Labor building trades 
unions.

The tremendous achievements in the field of providing social 
security for the masses of the United States in the short period 
of three years since the passage of the social security act fea- 
ture a summary issued by the social security board of the benefits

future years, 

Following the text of the 
board’s statement: 

“With the announcement by the 
white house of a nation-wide broad- 
cast by the president on the eve- 
ning of August 15, to mark the 
third anniversary of his signing of 
the social security act, the social 
security board calls attention to the 
following record of accomplish- 
ments under the programs set up 
in the act: 

“Unemployment insurance, 
Every state now has an unemploy- 
ment insurance law. In the 25 
states where out-of-work benefits 
are already being paid, it is esti- 
mated that 2,500,000 workers have 
received benefits for total or par- 
tial unemployment during the first

creased 18 cents per hour, bringing 
their rates to 75 cents. Miscella- 
neous employes obtained wage in- 
creases of from 10 to 30 per cent. 

“Many improvements in working 
conditions were obtained. System 
seniority was established. The op- 
erators are to be paid overtime and 
travel time; they are to be given 
one week’s sick leave with pay and 
one week’s vacation with pay. The 
wage increases were retroactive to 
February 1. 

“Dr. John W. Raley, president of 
the Oklahoma Baptist university, 
was chairman of the boar dof ar- 
bitration. O. A, Cargill, attorney, 
was arbitrator for the members of 
Division 993. O. David Zimring, 
head of the labor bureau of the 
middle west, 11 South LaSalle 
street, Chicago, presented the case 
for the union. 

“This victory follows by two 
weeks an arbitration conducted by 
Mr. Zimring for the employes of 
the Twin Cities Rapid Transit com- 
pany, members of Division 1005 of 
the amalgamated association at 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, as a re- 
sult of which the employes ob- 
tained increases in wages totalling 
$325,000, plus improved working 
conditions and a week’s vacation 
with pay.” 

In commenting on the award, Mr. 
Green said: 

“This is a fine example of the ad- 
vances made from day to day by 
American Federation of Labor 
unions by peaceful negotiations.” 


WPA Jobs Gain 


The goal of 3,000,000 WPA jobs 
has almost been reached by Admin- 
istrator Harry L. Hopkins.

NLRB RULING IN SERRICK CASE 


Padway Declares Decision Agains Machinists’ Union Is “An 
Unconstitutional Interference With the Rights of Crafy 
Workers to Exercise Freedom of Choice of Representative 
Guaranteed by the National Labor Relations Act”

nounced as an effort “to abolish

Y| gaining representatives under the 


Wagner act the decision of the na- 
tional labor relations board invali- 
dating an agreement between the 
Association of Ma- 
chinists, affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, and the 
Serrick corporation of Muncie, In- 
diana, and directing the company 
to bargain exclusively with the 
United Automobile Workers of 
America, an affiliate of the CIO. 

In its decision the labor board

Padway’s Statement

“It is an effort on the part of the 
board to abolish the craft as a 
unit for collective bargaining. It 
penalizes the tool and die makers 
who are skilled craftsmen and who 
desire to be bargained for by the 
international association of ma- 
chinists, because the international 
association of machinists seeks 
also to organize and accept into 
membership the general production 
workers on the basis of a separate 
charter. 

Labor Act Disregarded 

“Yet the national labor relations 
act does not establish representa- 
tion on the basis of membership in 
any union. The act provides that 
workers in an appropriate unit 
may by majority vote select their 
bargaining agent. 

“It is quite possible for a group 
of tool and die makers, another 
group of production workers, and a 
group of other skilled craftsmen 
each to select the international as- 
sociation of machinists or any 
other individual or organization as 
its bargaining agent. That does not 
merge the various groups who se- 
lect the same bargaining agent into 
one group under any construction 
of the act, but nevertheless the 
board in the present case has held 
that it does. 

“This attempt to fuse a distinct 
and separate craft group with a 
larger non-craft group of produc- 
tion workers resulting in a denial 
to the craft group of its separate 
choice of representative is wholly 
unwarranted, unlawful and an un- 
constitutional interference with 
the rights of craft workers to ex- 
ercise freedom of choice of repre- 
sentative guaranteed by the na- 
tional labor relations act. 

Guthrie Agreement Cited 

“Another factor to be considered 
in the present case is this: About a 
year ago the workers were on 
strike, resulting in litigation before 
Judge Guthrie of Muncie, Indiana. 
As a basis of resumption of opera- 
tions Judge Guthrie secured an 
agreement as follows: 

“Tt is agreed that there will be 
no discrimination as between em- 
ployes on account of labor union 
affiliation or otherwise, and that 
no intimidation shall be permitted 
by any person whomsoever of any 
employe looking to his becoming a 
member of or resigning from any 
labor organization. E 

“Tt is agreed that the plant of the 
plaintiff company shall be per- 
mitted to operate without inter- 
ruption on the part of any person 
or persons and the strike now in 
progress shall be suspended pend- 
ing an election to be held at such 
time and place as the labor rela- 
tions board may determine.’ 

“Instead of calling the election 
the board held up its decision for 
almost a year, The board now de- 
cides that no election will be held 
and certifies the C. I. O. as the 
bargaining agency even though 
ninety per cent of the workers are 
now members of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Biased Decisions Charged 

“The decision is not only the re- 
sult of prejudice and bias against 
the A. F. of L., but it is a denial of 
fundamental rights of a majority 
of the workers in appropriate units 
to select their own bargaining 
agents, 

“One should not be amazed if in 
such a situation the order of the 
board will not be respected by em- 
ployes whose guaranteed rights are 
trampled upon through biased de- 
crees, thus encouraging war be- 
tween the board and free American 
workers, 

“There are some rights which 
workers legally possess and these 
rights are paramount to the edicts 
of the national labor relations 
board. The American worker is not 
yet prepared to submit to ‘enslave- 
ment’ by bureaucratic decree.”
